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PEDANT IS a stuffy fellow. He has a degree 
yy of intelligence and learning. He can talk with 
. Some authority on one or more subjects. This 
is all good, but there is a tremendous fly of conceit 
in the ointment of his learning. You see, the pedant 
knows how much he knows and is determined to let 
you know it too. He has not gained knowledge because 
knowledge will help him to be a better servant of God 
and mankind, but has gained knowledge for knowl- 
edge’s sake. He wants to know so that you will know 
that he knows. Actually he is a conceited and un- 
pleasant fellow who misses no opportunity of telling 
you how many schools he has attended and how bright 
he really is. If he makes you feel stupid in doing so, 
so much the better, for that makes him appear all 
the brighter. 


A scholar is what a pedant wishes he were. He has 
knowledge and still seeks more knowledge—not that he 
might flaunt and display it, but that he might use it 
for the benefit of others. You may know him for quite 
awhile before you realize that he is truly a scholar, 
for he will make no effort to reveal it to you. He uses 
the power of his intellectual energies like heavy artil- 
lery instead of pedantic Fourth of July fireworks. His 
concern is over the benefit and effectiveness of what 
he knows while the pedant’s concern is over the 
brilliance of its display. Both have enough knowl- 
edge to benefit mankind but only the scholar is un- 
assuming and unpretentious enough to use it for 
beneficial causes. The pedant prefers to use his in- 
tellectual energies more selfishly and gaudily. To him 
the real joy of being educated is that of demonstrating 
his brightness. 


Now a true scholar is quite a different 
fellow. He wants to know things because knowing 
them will make him a greater contributor to God 
and society. He makes no deliberate attempt to re- 
veal his superior intellect, neither does he remain 
quiet with a smug air of confidence when he could 
and should speak. He does not scorn what others 
know, or disdain their knowing simply because they 
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did not receive their learning at the same place and in 
the same way that he received his. The true scholar is 
intelligent enough to recognize knowledge in others 
and can respect that knowledge whether it is the re- 
sult of experience, self education, or a multitude of 
college degrees. Pedants are not big enough or wise 
enough for this. To them all knowing is contained in 
the place and method of the learning. 

Are you a pedant or are you a scholar? Do you know 
and desire to know more just so you can have the 
name of knowing, or because you really want to be a 
blessing to others. Dr. Albert Edward Wiggam has 
given “Ten Marks of an Educated Man.” How do you 
rate in the light of these: “(1) He keeps his mind open 
on every question until the evidence is all in. (2) He 
always listens to the man who knows. (3) He never 
laughs at new ideas. (4) He cross-examines his day- 
dreams. (5) He knows his strong point and plays it. 
(6) He knows the value of good habits and how to 
form them. (7) He knows when not to think, and 
when to call in the expert to think for him. (8) 
You can’t sell him magic. (9) He lives the forward 
looking, outward looking life. (10) He cultivates a love 
for the beautiful.” 

If these are ten marks of an educated man there 
are also five ways to determine whether or not you 
are a scholar—as contrasted with a pedant: (1) The 
scholar’s reason for knowing is to advance society; 
(2) He makes no deliberate display of what he knows; 
(3) He does not have a cocky or smug attitude about 
his knowledge; (4) He never disdains what others 
know regardless of how they learned it; and (5) 
He is constantly in search of truth and is never 
afraid to discard traditional beliefs when they are 
proved to be wrong. 

While the pedant is a stuffy fellow, the scholar is 
a splendid person to have in the church, in the com- 
munity, or wherever he might be. It is the fervent 
hope of all thinking people today that from the 
graduating classes throughout the world today there 
will be enough scholars to offset the perennial bumper 
crops of pedants. 
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BELIEVE THE FIRST place in the Bible hell is 
Y mentioned is in the song of Moses where he said 

in Deuteronomy 32:22, “For a fire is kindled 
in mine anger, and shall burn unto the lowest hell.” 
Hell here in the Hebrew means Sheol—Hades, the 
world of the dead, its accessories and inmates; also 
grave, pit, hell. If there is a lowest hell, there must 
be an upper hell to this place where the inmates 
dwell or stay. 

We also have the description of hell given in Luke 
16:19-31 by the Lord Jesus while still on earth, while 
the old dispensation was still in force. Jesus makes 
it very plain that there were two compartments in 
hell at that time—one where the rich man cried in 
torment for only a drop of water to touch his parched 
tongue, the other where Lazarus was in comfort in 
Abraham’s bosom, with a great gulf fixed between. 
What was Abraham doing in upper hell? He is the 
Father of the faithful. 

Let us see who else was expecting to go there. 
David, 2 man after God’s own heart, said in Psalm 
16:10, “For thou wilt not leave my soul in hell.” 
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Then he did expect to go there, but not to be left 
there. Job said in Job 14:14, “All the days of my 
appointed time will I wait, till my change come.” Job 
expected to wait for his change somewhere. Yes, in 
hell. He also said in Job 19:25-27, “For I know that 
my redeemer liveth, and that he shall stand at the 
latter day upon the earth: And though after my 
skin worms destroy this body, yet in my flesh shall 
I see God: Whom I shall see for myself and mine 
eyes shall behold, and not another; though my reins 
be consumed within me.” Job expected his Redeemer 
to “change” or “redeem” him, and as far as he was 
concerned it would be a latter day. These men ex- 
pected to go to Sheol—Hades, grave, pit, hell—and 
wait for their Redeemer. 

There were two compartments of hell and the law 
abiding children of Israel expected to go to upper 
hell. The Old Testament saints could not go directly 
to heaven for they were only pardoned. Anyone who 
is pardoned is still guilty, although he is not punished 
for his guilt. If I step on your toe and I am a 
gentleman, I say, “Pardon me.” Because you are a 
gentleman you pardon me, and we forget the matter, 
but I am still guilty of having stepped on your toe. 
And so it is that those who are pardoned are still 
guilty. Pardon is an Old Testament phrase, and is 
never used in the New Testament in connection with 
the salvation of the soul. The New Testament word is 
justification. Let us see what justification does for 
us. Romans 3:24, 25, “Being justified freely by his 
grace through the redemption that is in Christ Je- 
sus: Whom God hath set forth to be a propitiation 
through faith in his blood, to declare his righteous- 
ness for the remission of sins that are past, through 
the forbearance of God.” Now what is a justified 
man? He is one who has had the righteousness of 
Christ placed under his name in heaven instead of 
his own guilt. Therefore, he is as free from sin as 
Christ, “Who did no sin, neither was guile found in 
his mouth.” This justification is obtained through 
faith in the blood, so there is a great difference be- 





























tween the Old and New dispensations. Under the Old, 
they all went into hell; those that were pardoned 
in upper hell and those that were not pardoned, into 
lower hell. Under the New, we are justified, made 
free from sin as though we had never sinned. 


What were the Old Testament saints waiting for 
in upper hell? David said, “Thou wilt not leave my 
soul in hell.” Job also spoke of seeing his Redeemer; 
so they were looking for their Redeemer to come after 
them and not leave them in upper hell and that 1s 
just what Jesus did. When He died on the cross, He 
went into hell. 1 Peter 3:18, 19, “For Christ also hath 
once suffered for sins, the just for the unjust, that 
he might bring us to God, being put to death in the 
flesh, but quickened by the Spirit: By which also 
he went and preached unto the spirits in prison.” 
Ephesians 4:8-10, “Wherefore he saith, When he as- 
cended upon high, he led captivity captive, and gave 
gifts unto men. (Now that he ascended, what is it 
but that he also descended first into the lower parts 
of the earth? He that descended is the same also 
that ascended up far above all heavens, that he might 
fill all things.)” Peter preached on the day of Pente- 
cost and said in Acts 2:27, “Because thou wilt not 
leave my soul in hell, neither wilt thou suffer thine 
Holy One to see corruption.” This refers to David’s 
not being left in hell and Christ’s not seeing cor- 
ruption. I am told by good undertakers and morticians 
that corruption does not set in until after the third 
day. Acts 2:31, “He seeing this before spake of the 
resurrection of Christ, that his soul (Christ’s soul) 
was not left in hell, neither his flesh did see cor- 
ruption.” 

Yes, Jesus died for us on the tree, that we might 
be justified through faith in his blood and went into 
upper hell and preached to the Old Testament saints 
that they might be saved. Acts 4:12, “Neither is there 
salvation in any other: for there is none other name 
under heaven given among men, whereby we must 
be saved.” It is not the will of God that any be lost. 
And He (Jesus) told John in Revelation 1:18, “I am 
he that liveth, and was dead; and, behold, I am alive 
for evermore, Amen; and have the keys of hell and 
of death.” So Christ conquered death and hell and 
bruised Satan’s head. Genesis 3:15, “It shall bruise 
thy head, and thou shall bruise his heel.” When Jesus 
rose from the dead he led the Old Testament saints 
out, and some of them were seen on the streets of 
the holy city. Matthew 27:52, 53, “And the graves 
were opened; and many bodies of the saints which 
slept arose, And came out of the graves after his 
resurrection, and went into the holy city, and ap- 
peared unto many.” Yes, upper hell is empty now for 
Jesus liberated those who were there, but what about 
the New Testament hell? 

Let us see what the word means in Greek because 
it was written in Greek. Gehenna, which means a 
place of everlasting punishment, is the Greek word 
used for hell or Valley of Hinnom. The Valley of 
Hinnom was a place where the rubbish and garbage 
was dumped over a cliff and set on fire hundreds of 
years before Christ. The fire had never gone out. 


Sometimes the flames licked at the sky and at other 
times burned so low that it seemed to be almost out, 
but it was only drying out the garbage so that it 
would burn. Christ used this as a figure of hell, as a 
place of eternal fire or eternal punishment—“Where 
the worm dieth not, and the fire is not quenched.” 

A number of scriptures describe the hell of the New 
Testament and its inmates. Matthew 8:12, “But the 
children of the kingdom shall be cast into outer 
darkness: there shall be weeping and gnashing of 
teeth.” David said they should never see light. The ex- 
pression, “weeping and gnashing of teeth,” certainly 
has reference to the punishment. Matthew 25:46, “And 
these shall go away into everlasting punishment.” 2 
Thessalonians 1:8, 9, “In flaming fire taking vengeance 
upon them that know not God, and that obey not 
the gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ: Who shall be 
punished with everlasting destruction from the pres- 
ence of the Lord.” Revelation 14:9-11, “ ... If any 
man worship the beast and his image, and receive 
his mark in his forehead, or in his hand, The same 
shall drink of the wine of the wrath of God, which 
is poured out without mixture into the cup of his 
indignation; and he shall be tormented with fire 
and brimstone in the presence of the holy angels, 
and in the presence of the Lamb: And the smoke of 
their torment ascendeth up for ever and ever: and 
they have no rest day nor night, who worship the 
beast and his image, and whosoever receiveth the 
mark of his name.” 


This is not a very pleasing picture, is it? But it is 
the picture the Word of God gives about hell. No, hell 
is not here on earth while we are living. No, the Lord 
does not send us to hell. Our own neglect does that. 
The people in hell do not want us there, and there is 
not a doubter in hell. Everyone there believes. Many 
a soul who had good intentions, but never put his 
good intentions into practice will be in hell. Some 
have said, “Some day I will be saved,” while the Word 
of God says, “Today is the day of salvation.” I believe 
if you could uncap hell, that you would find that no 
one wanted to go there or intended to go there, but all 
expected to change sometime. But the lust of the eye, 
the lust of the flesh, the pride of life, ambition for 
worldly honor, and pleasures of sin held them spell- 
bound. They loved their sins and failed to give them 
up until too late. Death was then upon them, and 
they were lost. I pray that everyone who reads these 
words will consider where they will spend eternity and 
be saved.

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The unprecedented success of the 
Florida camp meeting, though truly 
amazing, is not surprising when 
one considers the prayer, skillful 
preparations, and planning on the 
part of the state overseer, the Rev. 
A. M. Phillips, and his assistants, 
as well as the competent leader- 
ship exemplified in the execution 
of this program and the efficiency 
with which each speaker, musician, 
and worker performed his duties. 
And most important, the anoint- 
ing of the Holy Ghost that was 
manifestly present in every serv- 
ice. With these factors properly co- 
ordinated, the high and lofty pur- 
pose of the Florida camp meeting 
was achieved with greater success 
than had been previously envi- 
sioned. The ultimate aim of every 
camp meeting, which is to get souls 
saved, sanctified, and filled with 
the me Ghost, as well as to in- 
spire Christians to deeper conse- 
cration and renewed devotion to 
duty, was wonderfully achieved in 
this 1958 camp meeting.

outside of the tabernacle. We do 
not know exactly how many came, 
but it is certain that a great num- 
ber received wonderful experiences 
of salvation, and many received the 
Holy Ghost. 

e accomplishments of the 
churches for the past year as 
shown by the financial and sta- 
tistical reports were very gratify- 
ing with a gain shown in nearly 
all departments. The state over- 
seer, Brother Phillips, reported over 
twelve hundred new members in 
the past twenty months and eight- 
een new churches. Brother Homer 
J. Boatman, the youth director, had 
a fine youth program during camp 
meeting and reported splendid ac- 
complishments in his department 
for the year. The Willing Workers’ 
department was well represented 
by their a een Sister Phillips, 
and the fine program which they 
gave. 

A message by the Honorable 
Spessard Holland, U.S. Senator 
from Florida, was of great interest 
not only to the church but to the 
general ublic. His presence 
rought levision photographers 


and news reporters who gave a 
good coverage of his part on the 
program. His presence and interest 
in the camp meeting reveals a 
magnitude of national influence 
which the Church of God has not 
always enjoyed. The Church’s be- 
ing recognized on a national level 
certainly will enable it to do more 
effective service for God in the fu- 
ture. The senator expressed com- 
pliments for the singing, the mes- 
sage, and the large attendance, as 
well as the work of the Church. 
He stated that, while they in Wash- 
ington were carrying on unceasing 
debate to determine solutions to 
national problems in the govern- 
ment, it was inspiring to know 
that such large numbers of people 
in the nation were worshiping God 
and nelyins to carry on good gov- 
ernment. He urged Christians to 
participate in political activities 
and stated that if the good people 
did not take political responsibili- 
ties, they could be assured that the 
not-so-good would run the govern- 
ment. His visit was a blessing and 
through him we anticipate that of- 
ficial Washington shall know more 
about the Church of God. 


The message of Florida camp 
meeting is one of reassurance to 
the whole Church of God that 
Florida is on the right track. This 
is a day of some frustration and 
confusion among Pentecostal be- 
lievers and the definite trend in 
some circles is away from these 
fundamental, Biblical principles of 
spiritual emphasis toward the more 
material and physical needs of 
mankind.

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First Auca Indian Convert 
Baptized in Wheaton 
Church 


Another chapter in Christian his- 
tory was written Tuesday, April 15, 
when Auca Indian vengeance upon 
martyred American missionaries in 
Curaray jungle waters had _ its 
counterpart as baptismal waters 
welcomed the first Auca Christian 
convert in a Wheaton church. The 
convert is Dayuma, a little South 
American jungle woman who had 
requested baptism after embracing 
the Christian faith due to mission- 
ary effort. 

Dayuma fled from her tribe of 
Warani Auca Indians several years 
ig to escape the brutal ngs 
of her tribe, and is, as far as is 
known, the first member of the 
Stone Age Aucas to become a 
Christian. Unusual, too, was her 
request to be baptized by the pres- 
ident of Wheaton College, the 
school so closely identified with 
three of the five missionary men 
who gave their lives in an attempt 
to take the gospel to the Auca In- 
dians in Ecuador January, 1956. 


Dayuma was flown to the United 
States a year ago to appear on 
Ralph Edwards’ “This Is Your Life” 
program featuring Miss Rachel 
Saint, sister of Nate Saint, one of 
the five slain missionaries. Since 
then she has been with Miss Saint 
at the Wycliffe Bible Translator 
missionary station in Sulpher 
Springs, Arkansas. Here she has 
been imparting her language to 
the translators and at e same 
time witnessing to her newly found 
Christian faith by making recorded 
tapes in her own tongue for her 
people. Recently she expresed a de- 
sire to “go into the water for bap- 
tism” as did Jesus according 
Matthew 3:13-16. This was ar- 
ranged for and performed by Dr. 
V. Raymond Edman, president of 
Wheaton College who administered 
the ordinance of baptism in the 
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Evangelical Free church of Wheat- 
on known as The Church by the 
Side of the Road. 


Three languages were used in the 
service. Dr. Carl Armerding, pro- 
fessor of Bible at Wheaton College, 
brought the message for the occa- 
sion in English, while Miss Saint 
translated it to Dayuma in the 
Warani Auca language. Renee Pa- 
dilla, Ecuadorian graduate student 
at the college, gave the prayer of 
dedication in Spanish and Richard 
Jones, son of Ecuadorian mission- 
aries, sang in both Spanish and 
English. Assisting in the service to 
which Dayuma also brought her 
eight-year-old son, Ignacio, for 
dedication to the Lord, were Dr. 
Evan Welsh, college chaplain, and 
the Rev. Wilbur Nelson, pastor of 
the Evangelical Free church. Regi- 
nald Gerig of the college music 
faculty served as organist. 

It was nearly 11 years ago that a 
little Auca Indian girl witnessed 
the brutal spear-killing of her fa- 
ther and brother in a tribal revolt. 
Even her little baby sister was 
killed with a machete before her 
eyes. Shocked and saddened by this 
horror, Dayuma told her mother, 
Akowa, that she would flee the 
tribe. With the dawn she fled into 
the forests where she was captured 
= Quechua-speaking Yumbo In- 

ans with whom she lived for sev- 
eral years. After the death of her 
husband and oldest child, Dayuma 
again took to the forest and was 
poe sea by an Ecuadorian plan- 
tation owner and made a slave at 
his hacienda. Here Miss Saint met 
her and through persistent effort, 
learned some of the Warani Auca 
dialect as Dayuma spoke to her. 

Dayuma also speaks the Quechua 
dialect learned while she was with 
the Yumbo Indians. She was glee- 
fully delighted when Dr. Edman 
spoke to her in that dialect which 
he had learned while a missionary 
among the Quechua-speaking In- 
dians in Ecuador. 





Today Dayuma wears western 
clothes and has assumed the re- 
sponsibility of her young son. Her 
former wild life in the forest is 
still attested to by her independent 
spirit and the huge holes in the 
lobes of her ears in which she wore 
primitive earsticks for many years. 
“The road to understanding of the 
Christian faith by Dayuma has 
been long but very rewarding,” 
states Miss Saint. She conveyed 
the gospel story to Dayuma by 
learning from her the Warani 
Auca legends of a god of the forest. 

Dayuma and her son, together 
with Miss Saint, were flown to 
Wheaton by the Texas industrial- 
ist R. G. LeTourneau and his wife 
in their private plane. They spent 
Wednesday on the Wheaton cam- 
pus and fulfilled a wish of Dayu- 
ma’s to “take a long look at an 
elephant” with a visit to Brookfield 
zoo. She and her son will fly with 
Miss Saint to her new missionary 
destination on the lower Napo River 
in Ecuador some time in May.

Moslem Island Needs 
Missionaries 


MADURA, Java—Madura, a small 
island just north of Surabaya, Ja- 
va, with a population of more than 
2 million fanatical Moslems, does 
not have a single resident Chris- 
tian worker. Although nearby Su- 
rabaya boasts more than 65 
churches, the island of Madura is 
virtually untouched by the gospel. 
A handful of Chinese and Indo- 
nesian Christians from neighboring 
areas labor among the Madurese, 
but there are few believers on the 
island. 

The Madurese are known as a 
devout Moslem tribe, quick- 
tempered and easily aroused. Dur- 
ing the Dutch colonial period, Ma- 
dura was one of the islands where 
gospel preaching was prohibited. 
Today, with the door open, there 
is no one to go. 


Texas Pastor’s Son Wins 
Moscow’s International Piano 
Competition 

The 23-year-old son of a Texas 
pastor sent Moscow musicians into 
a state of rejoicing late in April 
by winning the Tchaikovsky Inter- 
national Piano Competition. The 
artist, who “looks more like a mis- 
placed basketball player,” was 6- 
foot 4-inch Van Cliburn whose par- 
ents live in Kilgore, Texas. He is a 
member of Calvary Baptist Church, 
New York City, and, according to 
one of his friends, was “probably 




















praying all through the competi- 
tion.” 


Young Cliburn was born in 
Shreveport, Louisiana, where his 
parents founded a mission which 
grew into a church. According to 
Cliburn’s mother, to keep him quiet 
when he was a small child, she 
used to give him a triangle to bang 
on during the church music. When 
the family moved to Kilgore, Texas, 
they joined the First Baptist Church 
= young Cliburn sang in the 
choir. 


During his musical studies in 
New York, he joined Calvary Bap- 
tist Church, just down the street 
from Carnegie Hall.
